Judge Gibbous, of Chicago, Says It Is 
Question of tJourage. 


C hicago, Sept. 24.— “ 
It would 
be an exercise of lawful authority 
for the state to compel the owners 
of the coal mines to operate the 
mines for the benefit of the public 
or else for the state to take charge 
of the mines and operate them 
through lessees,” said Judge Gib­ 
bons, of the Cook county court, 
who is recognized as an authority 
on constitutional law.

BOTH STAND FMM. 


Miners Refuse to Accept a Scale 
Submitted. 


WHAT WILL THE END BE 


Unsatisfactory Ending of the Confer­ 
ence to Determine Terms of 
Wage Schedule. 


After two hours of negotiating 
yesterday in an effoit to reach an 
agreement with the miners regard­ 
ing the scale of wages for the pres­ 
ent year, the operators arose and 
left the meeting, signifying that 
all negotiations were off as far as 
they were concerned, says today’s 
Kansas City Journal. 
The miners 
and operators of district 25 held an 
all-day session Monday In an effort 
to come to some understanding, 
bnt not a point was settled. 
Yes­ 
terday the operators, who have 
been bolding off for last year’s 
scale in its entirety, offered a sub­ 
stitute which they said was the 
exact scale asked by the miners 
with a few 
amendments. 
The 
miners refused absolutely to accept 
it and the meeting ended.

Immediately* after the meeting 
yesterday President George Col­ 
ville, of the district, and several of 
the miners met and prepared a full 
report for President Mitchell. This 
was forwarded by mail last night. 
Advice as to how to proceed is ex­ 
pected from headquarters in a few 
days. 
Until 
then some of the 
miners will 
remain here while 
others will go home. 
The four 
district members left the city last 
night. 
Con Keller, the national 
board member from Missouri, went 
to 
Lexington 
to 
busy 
himself 
among the miners in the Lafayette 
field, where about 600 men are em­ 
ployed. 
“ 
It is up to the men,” said J. 
H. Bovard, president of the Oper­ 
ators’ association. 
“ 
W e loffered 
what we considered a fair contract, 
which was almost similar to the 
one they desired, but they saw fit 
to refuse it. 
Now it is up to them 
what will be done. 
W e have no 
intention of locking the men out, 
and will permit them to continue 
at the old scale. 
A strike is not 
expected, and we are not prepared 
to say just at the present what 
would be done should the men 
walk out. 
It is not known just 
how many non-union men there are 
in the state, but one thing we 
know — not more

Missouri is union coal. 
The high 
coal districts of Iowa, Illinois, A r­ 
kansas and Kansas have practically

We are willing to meet 
them half way, and offered a num­ 
ber of concessions, but they were 
ignored. 
The operators conceded 
to their demands of 25 cents a yard 
extra on the double shift, 20 cents 
a day extra when taken from the 
face, and offered to compromise oti 
the brushing, 
cross-cutting and 
mining of sulphur. 
There is a 
difference in regard to the manage­ 
ment of the mines, and by the con­ 
tract they offer they 
could be 
striking every fifteen minutes.” 
The miners say the amended 
scale offered differed very little 
from that of 1 ist year, and did not 
meet their demands in many ways. 
They intead remaining at work, 
and say that if the operators are 
satisfied with the uncertain con­ 
ditions a strike may result at any 
time. 
The first meeting for the pur­ 
pose of negotiating a scale of 
wages was held May 19, last, and 
since then the committees have 
teen in almost constant sessions, 
trying to arrange a settlement, but 
as it now stands they are as far 
apart as they were last May.
